The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's amendments and 
arguments have overcome the rejections of record The amendments to the claims clarifying the thermal 
barrier coating as providing an effective barrier between the component and an extreme environment by 
having a sufficient thickness and thermal and structural properties provides definition over the articles of 
Wickersheim '286 and Allison '528. As stated by applicant, the article of Wickersheim has a phosphor 
coating applied as paint. This paint would not be expected or be recognized as obvious to one of 
ordinary skill as providing a barrier to the underlying component and an extreme environment. 
Wickersheim makes no discussion or allusion to a thickness of the paint or thermal or structural 
properties of the painted coating with regard to providing a barrier. Similarly, Allison does not discuss or 
allude to a thickness of the phosphor nor it's thermal or structural properties with regard to providing a 
barrier.
